in columns 6 to 14 of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualification — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a 

person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contrac- 
ted a marriage with any person; 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and there 
arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
an order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category 
of persons. 

7. Saving — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to bo provided for the candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by (he Central Government from time to time in this 
regard.

G.S.H. 273 —In exercise of the powers conferred bythe provi- 
so to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit- 
ment to certain Class 1 and Class II posts in the Central Hydro- 
electric Projects Control Board, namely: — 

1, Short title and commencement: — (I) These rules may be 
called tho Central Hydro-electric Projects Control Board (Class 1 
and II posts) Recruitment Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Ga/etlc. 

2. Application: — These rules shall apply lo the posts as spe- 
cified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3, Number, classification and scale of pay:— The numbci of 
posts their classification and the scales of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment and other qualifications: — The 


method of recruitment to the said posts, qualifications and other 
matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 
to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications:— No person. 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a 
person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible 
for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law' ap- 
plicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any pei- 
son from the operation of (his rule. 

6. Power to relax: — -Where the Central Government is of opi- 
nion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order 
for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consullalion with 
the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of ihe provi- 
sions of these rules with respect to any class or category of per- 
sons.

Conditions attached to the approval : — 

1. The exploder RHINO-12 type shall carry D.G.M.S. 
approval mark No. SA/2-71 and shall be clearly marked as 
follows : “for use in First Degree gassy coal seams only”. 

2. Every exploder of the type RHINO-12 shall conform in 
every respect with the drawings No, RHTNO/1 1 /68/70/P, dated 
14-12-70 and EE/12/1/68 /70, dated 14-9-70 and shall be identical 
with the samples tested at the Central Mining Research Station, 
Dhanbad. 

3. For ensuring quality control every such exploder type 
RHINO-12 shall be tested at the Central Mining Research 
Station, Dhanbad, for duration of current impulse to line, 
terminal voltage and residual charge. If the duration of cu- 
rrent impulse is in excess of A millisecond or if the terminal 
voltage is less than the rated voltage of 500-V to 600-V and if 
there is any residual current such an exploder shall not be sold 
or used.
